Regarding claims 1, 9, 14, and 17, the prior art does not teach or disclose the 
claimed, "resin layer comprising a plurality of phases of different resin materials, which 
include a first phase of a first material configured to strongly adhere to said under layer 
and a second phase of a second material contacting said first phase and having a 
higher parting ability." 

Claims 2-8, 10-13, and 15-16 are allowed based on the allowability of claims 1, 9, 
and 14 respectively.
